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The War And Our Hobby 


MMEDIATELY upon the outbreak of 

the war in September, collectors be- 

gan speculating concerning the effects 

on the hobby. So far these effects 
have been few and none could be termed 
grave. First philatelic effect was the 
removal from the realm of stamp issuing 
countries of Danzig, the Polish Offices in 
Danzig and Poland itself. These caused 
flurries in stamps of those issues but so 
far no spectacular increases or rarities 
have developed. The Polish forces col- 
lapsed so quickly that no provisionals of 
any sort have yet been reported, so ap- 
parently none occurred. Though its en- 
tire country be now in alien hands, the 
Polish postal service will probably be 
heard from again, for the government 
has been re-constituted and given au- 
thority over a small patch in France, 
where it is busy reforming Polish regi- 
ments to hurl into the fight on the Fran- 
co-German border. It is assumed that 
some sort of postal service will be func- 
tioning. Czechs too have been forming 
regiments, but as yet the government has 
not been formally re-organized as was 
the Polish. 


The first World War spread rapidly 
over the world, and enemy territory fall- 
ing into Allied hands, resulted in hun- 
dreds of provisionals, many of them 
tarities. Nothing like this has so far oc- 
curred, mainly because there are no Ger- 
man possessions and the German naval 
force consists of isolated raiders which 
by the very nature of their construction 
would be incapable of seizing and hold- 
ing any British or French possessions. 
The sea war though has already caused 
provisionals by Newfoundland and other 
provisionals too can be expected as sup- 
plies of the colonies run short. Increased 
postage rates in the British Empire are 
causing other changes in postal paper, 
first of these being reported from New 
Zealand, which changed denominations 
of its semi-postals by surcharging before 
issuing them. The war has so far caused 
cancellation of two issues, one of which 
was of great importance to philately. 
These were Costa Rica’s Child Welfare 
Congress, and Britain’s Centenary of the 
Postage Stamp Series. The war has 
tuined most of the plans for the centen- 
ary, chief among them the great exhibi- 
tion planned for next May at London 
and the group voyage of Americans to it. 
Considerable agitation in the U. S. for 
holding the celebration here continues, 
with clubs reported favoring such a 
stamp issue at a ratio of four times as 


In America the war’s two most im- 
portant results have been the drying up 
of New Issues and the shortage of new 
packet material in wholesaler’s stocks. 
The packets are not arriving in quantity 
due to the cheap labor available formerly 
in France and England being at present 
employed otherwise. The New Issues 
have suffered because the low profit 
margin does not permit risking losses at 
sea, also because much of this was im- 
ported via Europe. No embargos or trade 
restricting regulations have so far inter- 
fered with trans-Atlantic trade, though 
German stamps have had to run the 
blockade —in all instances apparently 
successfully. The British embargo just 
into effect on all German exports will 
probably end what little German inter- 
national stamp business there has been, 
so new issues from there are expected to 
be scarce in future. An indication of 
the drop in foreign sales is given by the 





report that the overprints for Danzig’s 
return, at first reported as scarce, were 
later put on general sale at German post 
offices to get rid of them. New York 
City is on the verge of succeeding Lon- 
don as auction center, as one large col- 
lection has already been transferred to 
America and more are on their way. So 
far auction prices have kept up very 
well and fine material has gone almost 
exclusively to American bidders, whether 
sold in London or New York. The 
tragedy of war was brought home to 
American dealers with the recent am- 
nesia case of a New York dealer, which 
resulted from worry over fate of his 
three Polish Army officer brothers and 
two sisters, of whom he has learned 
nothing since the war began. Though 
the Nazi government is not popular in 
the U. S., the dislike has not been no- 
ticeably visited upon German stamps. 
This is due no doubt as much to the 























Famous American Authors 


SAMUEL LANGHORNE CLEMENS 


The selection of Clemens, better known as “Mark 
Twain” for the Famous series is fitting as he is Amer- 
ica’s most famous humorous novelist. His humorous 
sarcasm and exaggerations have made his books among 
the most popular in America for generations. Samuel 
Clemens was born at Florida, Mo., Nov. 30, 1835. His 
education was at local schools and at an early age took 
the trade of compositor, working at it in many cities 
and villages throughout the country. During these jour- 
neys he wrote many short humorous items for these 
papers, some of which have been lost. In 1851 he made 
his brief attempt at becoming a steamboat pilot on the 
Mississippi and at opening of the Civil War joined a 
band of Confederates but as he explained later, when 
he saw the war was being taken seriously, he departed 
for other activities! In 1863 he first employed the pseu- 


= 


donym “Mark Twain” in his writings for newspapers. The term was one of the 
calls used in taking soundings on river boats. In 1861 he went to Nevada as secre- 
tary to his brother, Secretary of the new Territory, but Clemens found the position 
a poor one and became a reporter at Virginia City where his humorous talents 
became first widely known. During the next few years he traveled in California, 
prospected, visited the Hawaiian Islands and lectured. “The Jumping Frog of 
Calaveras County,” published in 1867, brought him his first fame. A trip abroad 
laid the groundwork for “The Innocents Abroad” published in 1869. From 1869 
to 1871 he edited the Buffalo Express, married in the latter year and moved to 
Hartford. Mark Twain died at his home “Stormfield” at Redding, Conn., 
April 21, 1910. His best known works are “Adventures of Tom Sawyer” and “Ad- 
ventures of Huckleberry Finn” in which he portrayed the life of frontier America 
vividly. His humor often is irreverent and flippant, but noted for a sound morality, 
common sense and shrewdness beneath what seems reckless levity.

tactful designs of these as anything else 
and the subjects chosen are usually those 
not offensive to anti-Nazis. Russian 
stamps, long under suspicion which that 
government has done nothing to allay, 
will probably suffer a serious lack of 
buyers as their issues have been frank 
propaganda for that government and at 
present U. S. dislike of Russia is intense. 

Abroad philately of course has suffered 
some revisions. Stamp dealers’ stores 
are barricaded by sand bags and win- 
dows are taped to offset the shattering 
effect of aircraft bombs. Business in Eng- 
land continues as much like normal as 
possible. Some dealers’ staffs have been 
seriously cut as men were called up for 
service. One publisher lost his truck 
when it too was requisitioned. When air 
raids were expected at the beginning of 
the war, there was scurry of stocks to 
the safer places in the country, but it 
was soon over and most dealers continue 
their London offices. Auction rooms are 
crowded, bidders merely bringing along 
their gas mask kits and leading auc- 
tioneers advertise the safety of their 
premises by the proximity of bomb-proof 
shelters. Others advertise the safety of 
their quarters for stamps, as safes are 
available which will sustain everything 
except a direct hit—which all agree is 
fortunately a remote possibility. French 
dealers follow the same practices. The 
famous onen air bourse continues to 
function amidst war-like preparations in 
Paris. 

Philatelic publishing has had some 
severe setbacks. The submarine and 
mine campaign has cut down seriouslv 
the supply of paper and the future of 
Rritish stamp papers is uncertain. Gib- 
bons had only a small supply of paper 
available and cut down on pages at 
once. The Stamp Review was merged 
with Stamp Collecting, which now omits 
its cover. Advertising continued heavv. 
with offers of items to suit the trends of 
times. The black-outs each night have 
caused an increase in stamp collecting as 
manv more peonle must stay at home 
evenings. To while awav time spent in 
homb-nronfs during air raid periods 
snecial “Rlack-out Parcels”—a sort of 
mixture are being offered. Stamp paners 
ahroad had a considerable news-stand 
sale since such a large portion of the

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Stamp Collectors Con- 
tribute to Finnish Relief 
Fund 





Swinging into the spirit of sympathy 
for Finland which is sweeping America, 
Carl E. Pelander, author of “The Postal 
Issues of Finland,” and his publisher, 
Scott Publications, Inc., have contrib- 
uted the entire receipts of his forthcom- 
ing book to the Finnish Relief Fund, 
headed by the Hon. Herbert Hoover. 

Mr. Pelander, a philatelist of outstand- 
ing rank, is a foremost student of the 
stamps of Finland, and his book is the 
most thorough study of Finnish postal 
issues ever published. Besides the Gen- 
eral Commemorative and Charity 
stamps, a chapter has been devoted to 
the Helsingfors and Tammerfors Lo- 
cals. Another chapter deals with an in- 
teresting phase which reflects present 
conditions in Finland, which the author 
terms “The Associate Group.” This 
chapter treats of the Finnish occupa- 
tion of Russia in 1919 and the North 
Ingermanland and Karelian rebellions. 

In addition to the study of the stamps, 
the book is interspersed with historical 
data reflecting the background of the 
stamps. It should therefore be of value 
to anyone interested in the historical 
scene, whether or not he is also interest- 
ed in the discussion of philatelic particu- 
lars. 

The announcement of the intention of 
Scott Publications, Inc., to donate the 
full receipts of the sale of the book to the 
Finnish Relief Fund, absorbing all publi- 
cations costs themselves, first was made 
December 23. Scarcely had the an- 
nouncement appeared than contributions 
began pouring in. In many instances far 
more than the publication price of $1.00 
was included, as the various subscribers 
declared themselves glad of an oppor- 
tunity to give generously to so worthy a 
cause. 


Charles E. V. Prins, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Finnish Relief Fund, upon 
learning of the movement afoot, wrote 
the publishers a letter of gratitude, com- 
menting therein on the well-known gen- 
erosity of philatelists in lending their aid 
to worth-while purposes. 

With a spontaneity which is quite 
common in stamp collecting circles, the 
generous spirit of the publishers was 
readily caught up by others, and all who 
have been approached in the matter of 
details concerning the publication of the 
book have volunteered to share in the 
costs. Carl Pelander, the author, on be- 
ing informed of his publisher’s intentions, 
immediately offered to pay the cost of 
handling all sales and paying the postage 
for mailing copies of the book to sub- 
scribers. The paper manufacturers;

voluntarily suggested that they would

Peru's High Values 





Last May the Peruvian post office 
held one of its occasional auctions of 
stamps which accumulated on parcel 
post forms principally, but also from 
other sources. A representative of an 
American dealer bid 7205 soles and got 
the lot. Chief source of these stamps, 
mainly the high values, is from parcel 
post forms, When a package is mailed, 
the clerk makes out a form in duplicate, 
on the original affixing the postage in 
stamps and giving the duplicate to the 
sender. The original is retained by the 
post office and occasionally the stamps 
are soaked and together with other used 
stamps sold by auction in one lot. The 
basic price, our correspondent Nelson 
Foster states, is 50% of the face value. 
The use on these forms is the principal 
usage of the 5 and 10 sole postage 
stamps. 


India's Postal Museum 





At Delhi, in November 1938, in the 
offices of the Director-General of Posts 
and Telegraphs of India, there was 
opened a Postal Museum which features 
a collection of postage stamps as well as 
old post office curiosities. The stamp 
collection, lying for years under lock and 
key and shown occasionally only to visit- 
ing stamp collectors, has been mounted 
in frames which slide into cabinets 
which are air and light proof. The ex- 
hibits consist mainly of a complete col- 
lection of Indian stamps with many rari- 
ties and some unique items. Also shown 
are stamps of the British Empire, stamps 
said by the Director-General to be com- 
plete. The whole is valued at about 
$150,000.

Japanese Issue Successful 





In an article on the Patriotic Aviation 
issue stamps of 1937, the Japan Adver- 
tiser recently stated the series had 
proven a great success. 34,765,000 
stamps had been sold up to July 31, 
1939, for a total of 750,000 yen (about 
$170,800.00). In November 1938, 480,- 
000 yen were appropriated from this rev- 
enue for aviation purposes. A second and 
more recent appropriation spent the 
money for these purposes: 82,000 yen for 
the encouragement of glider flying; 
10,000 to 80,000 yen each for four air- 
ports; and 10,000 for improvements and 
publicity. However, the program has 
been discontinued.

Editor’s Notebook 


FORGOTTEN 
ANNIVERSARY 


Next Wednesday is 
the anniversary of 
one of the most im- 
portant dates in the history of communi- 
cations; yet it is doubtful if observance 
will take place anywhere. On January 
10, 1840 penny postage went into effect 
in the United Kingdom, the instant suc- 
cess of which led to complete changes 
in the manner of operation of postal 
services throughout the world, so that 
letters became commonplace in house- 
holds instead of the exciting events and 
luxuries they had previously been reck- 
oned. Penny postage provided the incen- 
tive for all to make use of the post 
office; postage stamps made penny post- 
age convenient for all. It is hardly neces- 
sary to add that Penny Postage resulted 
in the adoption of postage stamps. 
Prior to 1840 postage rates had been 
based on distance letters travelled, an 
error corrected thanks to the efforts of 
Rowland Hill who ably proved his con- 
tention that weight not distance should 
be the basis of rates since the costs of 
transport were minor items of post office

expense. We do not realize today the 
contrast between present day postage 
rates and those in effect before Hill’s 
theories were proven correct. Letters go- 
ing a short distance often cost sums the 
equivalent in today’s money of a dollar 
or so; with the result that only a portion 
of the populace used the post and then 
as scantily as possible. 

A century ago Hill’s plan proved an 
instant success, with mails increasing 
not gradually, but immediately to many 
times any previous volume. The postal 
service, once unimportant in national 
life, has since become one of the major 
features of nations, the most commonly 
used means of communication. The nu- 
merous benefits of the introduction of 
low postage rates are not necessary to 
state here. As stamp collectors we realize 
that among the minor (?) benefits to the 
world was the founding of the world’s 
best hobby, which should convince any 
philatelist that January 10 is indeed a 
neglected anniversary. 


ANY EXCUSE The Dominican Re- 
WILL DO public has at times, 

in fact at almost all 
times, issued stamps for almost any 
reason, and some of the excuses for 
these issues are rather thin—or you 
may have noticed? The republic start- 
ed its commemorative spree back in 
1899 with a long series to obtain funds 
to build a mausoleum to house the re- 
mains of what were never proven con- 
clusively to be the remains of the late 
Chris Columbus; and has dipped since 
into philatelic pocket books on the oc- 
casion of new bridges and street pavings. 
However the latest issue, will no doubt 
win the prize for such issues: commem- 
orating the fourth anniversary of the 
death of the father of the ex-president. 
It must be awful to be a postmaster 
general just itching to issue new stamps 
and have a cranium that can only think 
up reasons like the above for a new 
issue.

Flag of the Race 





In 1933, the republics of Uruguay, 
Honduras, Paraguay, Guatemala, Brazil, 
and Nicaragua issued stamps for the 
Day of the Race and picturing the Flag 
of the Race (Bandera de la Raza). The 





reason for this simultaneous outburst of 
stamps of similar design was at first ob- 
scure to American collectors. 

On October 12, 1932, there was raised 
on Independence Plaza, at Montevideo, 
Uruguay, with great ceremony a flag 
termed “Flag of the Race,” symbolical 
of the racial solidarity of the Americas. 
Each year on Oct. 12 it was the custom 
in the American republics of Spanish 
language origin to celebrate that date 
for their Spanish origin. 

This seems odd, considering all the 
republics had fought bloody wars of in- 





dependence lasting many years, with 
Spain, for their independence. Actually, 
their independence is due to a freak of 
history. Their revolutions of 1810 started 
out as revolutions against the usurping 
government of Spain, that of Jerome, 
brother of Napoleon. The revolutions 
were started in the name of Ferdinand, 
the Spanish king deposed by Napoleon. 
Gradually, through the result of Spanish 
blunders, the countries fought for out- 
right independence. 


The flag raised at Montevideo was 
white with three large wine-colored cross- 
es with the golden Sun of the Incas in 
back of the middle cross. The Director 
of Uruguay’s Hispano-America Commis- 
sion wrote each country asking for them 
to join in a “great Spanish-American act 
of fraternal racial solidarity to be held 
on August 3, next, commemorating the 
441st anniversary of the glorious depart- 
ure of Christopher Columbus.” Each 
country was asked to hoist the symbolic 
flag at the capital and to issue a com- 
memorative postage stamp on that date. 





The countries named above complied: 
with the request for a stamp, with! 
splurges of various size issues, ranging | 
from the wretched Nicaraguan stamps | 
to the finely printed Guatemalas. It} 


should be noted that the countries join- | 


ing in the Oct. 12, 1932, celebration 
were Uruguay, Honduras, Paraguay, 
Chile, Bolivia, Ecuador, Colombia and 
Peru; the rest of the Latin-American re- 
publics joining within a short time. The 
date of August 3 was chosen because it 
was on that date that Columbus sailed 
from Palos, Spain. Fortunately for stamp 
collectors, the issuance of the stamps has 
not become an annual affair. Salvador 
joined in the celebration, it will be 
noted, but its stamp design avoids the 
use or mention of the Flag of the Race.

Postal Fis- 
eal of 1938 has been faked by a gang who 
unearthed and removed copies of the stamp 
from old revenue documents, washed and placed 
them on envelopes and then had them post- 
marked with a genuine post office cancellation 
stamp, obtained surreptitiously. The washed 
out color of the green stamp is a clue to the 
fakes while, since only the “Hong Kong” 
hand stamp was us on them, any post- 
marks from outlying districts such as Kow- 
loon, Kowloon City or Yaumati are a guide to 
the genuineness of the stamps. While some of 
the covers have been sent to England, the 
whole gang have been arrested.

France Raises Rates 





Numerous new issues from France and 
its colonies are expected shortly as the 
result of raising, effective December 1, of 
postage rates. New values of 1.30 and 
1.80 francs are expected as the rate for 
letters within the country is now 1 franc 
for those up to 20 grams in weight; 1.30 
francs for weights 20 to 50 grams; and 
50 centimes for additional 50 grams or 
fraction. Foreign postage is 2.50 francs 
for letters up to 20 grams with 1.50 francs 
being charged for each additional 20 
grams. The 90c and 2.25 francs values 
of France and its colonies have thus 
become obsolete and are being with- 
drawn. Post card rates are now 80c 
within France and 1.50 if foreign.

The government of Portugal has auth- 
orized the issuance of a series of stamps 
to commemorate the centenary in 1940 
of the first postage stamp. Designs and 
values were not announced.

Queen City Philatelist 





We were shown some time ago a copy 
of the “Queen City Philatelist and Col- 
lector’s Advocate, Vol. I, Nos. 2-3, Feb.- 
Mar. 1888.” This paper was published 
by Charles P. Tarvin of Cincinnati. The 
contents featured some oddly assorted 
articles between the stamp news: a col- 
umn on canes, nearly a page on “Nest- 
ing of Pileated Woodpecker,” a column 
of rules for the Oologist (a fancy name 
for bird’s egg collector), and details of 
a raffle of six tools for equipping one 
properly to dig out a woodpecker! 

Among the stamp ads was one offer- 
ing the New York 5c postmaster’s stamp 
for 75c; 11 Swiss Cantonals for a little 
over a dollar; and a packet of 120 
stamps at 20c. The 30c brown was re- 
ported as just having appeared. The 
magazine listed the membership of the 
Ohio Philatelic Association—all ten mem- 
bers. No. 1 was the late W. S. Kinzer 
of Wooster; Nc. 3 was the veteran Chas. 
A. Townsend of Akron and the late 
Lieut. Partello was member No. 6. One 
of the ads was of a G. W. Winterburn 
& Co. of Cincinnati who claimed to have 
been established in 1865 and have 
branch “agencies” in Hartford, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Columbus, Detroit, 
Louisville, St. Louis, Pittsburgh, India- 
napolis, Terre Haute, Milwaukee and 
Toledo! We wonder if the “agency” was 
not a boy selling stamps from approvals? 





® In printing the 1894 Siamese pro- 
visionals the printer made the unusual 
error of overprinting some stamps in- 
verted on the face and then again over- 
printed them on the back. 





New Books Received 





A Description of United States Post- 
age Stamps, 1847-1939, revised edition, 
published by the Post Office Dept. and 
printed by the Government Printing Of- 
fice. This book is a new edition of the 
one issued in 1937 and chief change is 
addition of all new stamps up to and in- 
cluding the Baseball stamp. A photo and 
brief descriptive writeup is given of 
every stamp, date and place of issue, 
plate numbers and quantities issued. The 
paper bound copies are 25c and the cloth 
bound 75c, obtainable of the Supt. of 
Documents, Govt. Printing Office. In 
size and general makeup the book is 
unchanged. A curious omission was no- 
ticed, the 20c and 50c trans-Pacific air 
mails being omitted, evidently in error. 





A Description of United States Post- 
age Stamps, Junior Edition, Historical 
and Commemorative Issues, 1893-1938. 
This is a smaller paper bound (414x74, 
65 pages) edition of the larger book de- 
scribed above. It contains halftone illus- 
trations of all commemoratives starting 
with the Columbians with a brief de- 
scription of a few lines regarding the 
stamp and its purpose. A loose-leaf page 
brings the book up to date as far as the 
Baseball stamp. This is the booklet sold 
on the Philatelic Truck for 10c and may 
be obtained at same price postpaid from 
the Philatelic Agency, Washington.

La Pola 





The Pan American Union in its month- 
ly bulletin is publishing a story from 
each member country on some famous 
woman of that country. This is the re- 
sult of a resolution passed at a recent 
meeting. The first such story is that of 
the Colombian heroine, Policarpa Sala- 
varietta. This girl on Nov. 17, 1817, 





was executed by the Spanish military on 
charges of aiding the rebels. Disguised 
as a market woman, she had sent mes- 
sages to the rebels telling of happen- 
ings in the capital and doing in this 
manner severe damage to the royalist 
cause. Finally discovered, she was 
hanged. Her nickname was “La Pola” 
and on a stamp of the Department of 
Antioquia and on the lic Centenary of 
Independence set, it was thought neces- 
sary to put this nickname in parentheses 
under her real name. Her memory has 
been greatly honored in Colombia, where 
her daring in passing the Spanish lines 
many times won for her more fame than 
any other of her countrywomen. 


® The first stamps to show an electric 
light bulb were the 12 and 20 centavos 
values of the Dominican Republic’s 1902 
series. Their inclusion in the design op- 
posite a torch was to show the change 
in lighting since the founding of San 
Domingo. 


® The odd bottom portion of the over- 
print applied by Ecuador in 1896 to 
certain fiscal stamps for postage use, 
represents the initials “S” and “W” of 
Finance Minister Seraphin Wither, 
which he wrote superimposed over each 
other.

The War and Our Hobby

stand sale is forbidden and now news 
agents must take advance orders from 
their customers and may not stock extra 
copies. French stamp papers suffer from 
a fear of the authorities that their ads 
with the catalogue numbers might be 
used by spies to send code messages; 
consequently the use of such numbers 
is prohibited and ads are conspicuous 
by their brevity and white space now. 
This regulation is further aided by new 
advertisers being required to obtain a 
certificate of their local police authority 
before they can advertise. Mindful of 
the use of stamps by spies in the last 
war, French authorities are taking no 
chances this time. British authorities 
have been very lenient with the hobby, 
making exceptions regarding the com- 
pulsory war risk insurance and permit- 
ting normal purchases abroad, also the 
sending abroad of funds to pay for pre- 
war commitments. 

The black-out hit stamp clubs badly 
and immediately many clubs suspended 
‘for duration” but opinion forced most 
to rescind their decision. Attendance still 
8 hit by the black-out as the dark 
streets do not invite travel at night. As 
German current issues are “enemy 
goods” these may not be imported even 
from neutral sources, used or unused. 


No restriction is in force against stamps 
issued prior to the war. English papers 
print pictures of new German issues and 
list them as they did in pre-war days 
and no enmity is shown toward the 
stamps; quite a contrast to stamps in 
the last World War. Then they were not 
listed and frequently the hatred of all 
things of the enemy resulted in bon- 
fires of the stamps—an overdose of pa- 
triotism lamented upon return of peace. 
Cataloguers mindful of the difficult task 
of post war years of trying to find out 
about the issues they ignored have an- 
nounced they will continue to list all 
German issues as usual. British collectors 
are exhorted to buy British stamps on 
the theory every sale of a mint stamp 
is more revenue to the government. The 
drop of the pound to around $4.00 has 


resulted in an increase of business with 
Americans who are being urged (though 
they don’t need it) to take advantage 
of the 20% discount this means. 

Some erroneous impressions have been 
circulated regarding the stamp business 
with British and H. A. L. Hughes have 
written us about this. They point out 
that one paper’s statements along this 
line were entirely misleading. Mails are 
running slower but losses of stamps so 
far have not been recorded. A statement 
that British dealers must be registered 
is incorrect. Insurance rates, very high, 
are not compulsory and so do not in- 
crease costs to the buyer. Postal charges 
are almost unchanged, the registration 
fee still being only 3d. 

The war has affected German phil- 
ately least of all. This is due primarily 
to that country having in effect long 
before the war, regulations stricter than 
the others adopted after the war started. 
The attempts of refugees to get their 
valuables from the country in the form 
of stamps resulted in such stringent 
regulations that international traffic be- 
tween Germany and other countries is 
negligible. Exchanging between collectors 
was hampered by permits etc. The allied 





blockade has caused turning back of 











some mails routed through neutral coun- 
tries. The dearth of new supplies en- 
tering Germany resulted in smuggling 
which in turn resulted in prison for a 
number of prominent members of the 
trade. 

Though new stamps caused by the war 
are few, postal markings, already a pop- 
ular specialty in the U. S., has been 
given a flood of new material. Censor- 
ship is in force throughout the world in 
many countries and these labels and 
markings are numerous already. Army 
post offices account for other markings, 
cancellations of the British army offices 
being numerous in variety, but still sel- 
dom seen here. German field offices 
have been established but mail from 
them to American addresses will be 
rare. Though Germany so far has ap-

parently not resorted to censorship by 
using labels and markings, the invisible 
censorship is evident. Letters are guarded 
in language in contrast with a freedom 
of expression surprising in its content 
in British mail. Reports have been noted 
of stamps being peeled on German mail, 
evidently in search for messages written 
beneath stamps. 

One manifestation in American phila- 
telic circles of the war, is the great in- 
crease in naval post offices with their 
interesting markings. Many ships are 
being repaired, refitted and commis- 
sioned, and practically all given post 
offices—a feature of the American navy. 
The number of these offices is reaching 
an all time high.

The projected trans-Tasman air serv- 
ice is still in the air, as it were, and it 
is very likely that it will be shelved for 
the duration of the war. Much will de- 
pend on the Dominions Conference to be 
held in London but the present outlook 
is not very hopeful as to its early start. 

The announcement by the President of 
the United States, that the Pacific Ocean 
was not in the danger zone and that 
American liners would therefore continue 
on their schedules was very welcome 
here, for not only will it mean a more 
frequent mail service but freight space 
will also be almost normal and judging 
by present indications Australia is going 
to prove a good customer of Uncle Sam. 

Since the recent increase in the air- 
mail rate to England from 5d. to 1/6 the 
quantity of mail has dropped by one- 
third, and most of the correspondence 
is n. carried by the mail steamers. 

The great activity in military train- 
ing (all of which is of a voluntary char- 
acter) has had its echo in philately too. 
A number of training camps have been 
rrovided with special post offices using 
their own hand date stamps. It usually 
gives the name of the town with the 
additional words “Military P. O.” and 
number of same. A number of collectors 
have even provided themselves with 
“first day covers” of such post offices 
and doubtless in days to come they will 
be of interest. 

It is expected that as a result of the 
postponement of the N. Z.-U. S. air 
service, Pan-American Airways will open 
negotiations with the Federal Govern- 
ment to allow the China Clipper service 
to run to Australia. At present there ex- 
ists an airmail service between Australia 
and America by way of Hong Kong. 
Mail from Australia is carried on the 
Imperial Airways Route to Singapore 
hence to Hong Kong and there is trans- 
ferred to the China Clipper service. 
The extension however of this service 
direct to Australia would leave the en- 
tire route in the hands of Pan-American 
Airways. 


NEw ZEALAND 

The air mail stamps which were issued 
in 1935 will become obsolete as from the 
lst. January 1940 and no further air 
mail stamps will be issued. Thus the 
airmail stamps will become a thing of 
the past and the ordinary stamps will 
now be used on airmail. It was generally 
thought that airmail stamps would su- 
persede ordinary postage stamps for all 
mails would finally be carried by air. It 
appears now however that the airmail 
will become so common that ordinary 
stamps will be used and airmail stamps 
which were used to popularise the air- 
mail service will now retire after having 
accomplished their job. It will be re- 
membered that all Australian airmail 
stamps became obsolete some time ago, 





and those of Egypt have also been with- 
drawn. 

The number of 1938 Health stamps 
sold was 1,234,720. It is interesting to 
compare these figures with the sales for 
the first four years, which are as follows:

It is quite certain that the 1939 
Health set mentioned last month will 
not enjoy much popularity with the gen- 
eral public, because of the new rates 
which have been doubled and not many 
will be willing to pay an additional 
premium for the health camps. 

Th: Postal Department will arrange 
a display of interest to philatelists dur- 
ing the Centennial Exhibition. Displays 
will be changed weekly and the phila- 
telic bureau will be situated in a room 
adjoining the special post office at the 
exhibition. This special post office will 
use a distinctive hand and machine date 
stamp and special registered labels. 

The 12 denominations of the Centen- 
nial series will replace the current pic- 
torial stamps during 1940 and it is an- 
ticipated that when the commemorative 
stamps will be withdrawn at the end of 
the year, the pictorials will be again 
reintroduced. Whether any changes will 
then be made or not, remains yet to be 
seen. 


TONGA 

I have been officially advised that the 
Jubilee stamps were withdrawn from 
sale on October 11th. and all unsold 
remainders will be destroyed.

1745 pounds worth of commemorative 
stamps were sold during their currency, 
and as most of them were sold to phila- 
telists in complete sets it is likelv that 
a total of .bout 70,000 sets were sold. 
Considering that the stamps were cur- 
rent for one year this is a surprisingly 
small number of stamps sold and it re- 
mains yet to be seen whether these 
little publicized stamps will become 
more popular now, when they are obso- 
lete and available only in limited quan- 
ties. 





WESTERN SAMOA 


The four stamps issued on the 29th, 
August 1939 to commemorate the twenty- 
five years of New Zealand’s control of 
the mandated territory of Western Sa- 
moa were withdrawn from sale on the 
30th November. Evidently war condi- 
tions have also interfered with the sales 
of these stamps for only one printing 
of these stamps was sufficient to meet 
demands. Official quantities are however 


still not available and it will be some | 


time before they are released.
